CHARGES FILED AGAINST JARED LEE LOUGHNER, 22, 
FOLLOWING ARIZONA MELEE THAT LEAVES 6 DEAD 


Tlie suspect in tlie weelcend massacre in 
Arizona scrawled “my assassination” and 
“I planned ahead” on an envelope found in 
his home, according to court documents 
released Sunday 

The details were part of criminal com- 
plaint filed against 22-year-old Jared Lee 
Loughner, the Tucson man now charged 
in Saturday’s bloodbath at a supermarket 
where U.S. Rep. Gabrielle Giffords was 
hosting an open house for constituents. 
Investigators found a letter from the con- 
gresswoman in a safe at the house where 
Loughner lived with his parents, thanking 
him for attending a similar 2007 event, a 
federal agent’s affidavit states. 

‘Also recovered in the safe was an en- 
velope with handwriting on the envelope 
stating ‘I planned ahead,’ and ‘my assassi- 
nation’ and the name ‘Giffords,’ along with 
what appears to be Loughner’s signature,” 
the affidavit states. 


The shootings killed six people, includ- 
ing a 9 -year-old girl, U.S. District Judge 
John Roll and Giffords aide Gabe Zimmer- 
man. Among the 14 wounded were Gif- 
fords, who was shot through the skull, and 
two other members of her staff 

Prosecutors filed two first-degree mur- 
der counts, two attempted murder counts 
and one count of attempting to kill a mem- 
ber of Congress against Loughner on Sun- 
day Those counts involve only victims who 
worked for the federal government, but 
state prosecutors also could bring charges 
in the remaining cases. 

The murder count involving Roll states 
the judge, like Gifford and her aides, was 
conducting official duties at the time. Ac- 
cording to the affidavit. Roll came down 
to Tucson from Phoenix to discuss the vol- 
ume of federal cases in Arizona with Gif- 
fords and had talked with one of her aides, 
Ron Barber, before the shooting.

Make the most 
of your tweets 

As a social media guy, I’m often asked how to do more with Twit- 
ter, and specifically how to be noticed and gain followers. 

The answer depends on how much work you want to put into 
it. Tweeting about breakfast— even when it includes bacon— nev- 
er is going to do the trick, unless of course you’re a famous chef 

If nothing else, do this: Always think about the other people 
who are reading your tweets. That rule applies for me whether 
I’m tweeting at work at (©redeyechicago) or on my personal ac- 
count (©scottkieinberg). 

A great recent example of putting Twitter to good use comes 
from Cory Booker (©corybooker), the mayor of Newark, N.J. 
When the Northeast was socked by a blizzard a few weeks ago, 
there were complaints —especially in New Jersey and NewTbrk— 
about snow-covered streets that hadn’t been plowed even several 
days after the storm. 

The mayor did exactly what I would have done: He turned to 
his Twitter account and a little more than a million followers to 
address resident concerns directly 

Booker gained roughly 6,0 oo followers between Dec. 27 and 
30. And he did it by really helping people. There are too many 
examples to list, but in several cases he actually dispatched crews 
to a specific location, and on at least one occasion he looked at 
a photo sent in by a Twitter follower and said he’d “send folks to 
plow it over again.” 

Now that’s service. 

But of course, we aren’t all mayors of big cities. So what can you 
do to get noticed and, at the same time, make a difference? 

Two words: listen and engage. 

Think of a topic you know something about. Is it a topic of 
conversation? Remember one of the basic rules of Twitter: Yon 
don’t always have to start a conversation; you just have to partici- 
pate. 

I happen to know a thing or two about the iPhone. When that 
problem hit last week in which alarms weren’t ringing, I searched 
“alarm iPhone” and responded to random tweets to help as many 
people as I could. I wasn’t necessarily trying to gain followers, but 
I did gain some. 

When a service outage hit Comcast Internet customers last 
month— myself included— I noticed a huge spike in tweets 
from people who hadn’t heard what happened. I knew because 
I searched Twitter and got in touch with the ©comcastcares 
account for verification. Then, without anyone asking me, I 
responded to the people who were asking for it. 

Those are just a few ways to make a difference using Twitter. 
How will you make your mark? Tweet me, poke me— just tell me. 
Believe me. I’ll remember.

Chicago train riders now can figure out how 
long they’ll need to stand under those french 
fry lights to keep warm on frigid outdoor plat- 
forms, thanks to an online train tracker un- 
veiled Saturday by the CTA. 

Estimated times until the next train will 
arrive are listed on the CTA website, transit 
chicago.com, with a simplified version avail- 
able for mobile devices. 

The agency used a $ioo,ooo grant to update 
the site, but otherwise will use existing budget 
funds to upgrade the signal system so software 
can monitor approximately where trains are 
along all eight rail lines, CTA President Rich 
Rodriguez said at a news conference with May- 
or Daley 

In addition to the online information, ar- 
rival data also will be displayed on digital signs 
at 13 stations: Clinton, Ashland and California 
on the Green Line; Lake, Garfield, Cermak- 
Chinatown and Jackson on the Red Line; Chi- 


cago on the Purple and Brown lines; Fullerton 
and Belmont on the Red, Brown and Purple 
lines; Halsted on the Orange Line; Polk on 
the Pink Line; and UIC-Halsted on the Blue 
Line. 

Rodriguez said the system is designed to be 
accurate to within about a minute of a train’s 
arrival, though most train cars— unlike CTA 
buses— are not equipped with GPS trackers to 
give their exact location. 

The CTA and the RTA have struggled for 
years to resolve timing issues with the tracking 


train arrival times. 

Since April, select CTA stations have been 
testing estimated arrival times on electric dis- 
plays. The pilot system generates times using 
scheduling information and data collected by 
the CTA’s QuickTrak program, which moni- 
tors signaling systems and indicates when a 
portion of the track is in use. The arrival pre- 
dictions, given in 15-minute increments, will be 
calculated by averaging the travel times of the 
previous five trains to move across a given por- 
tion of the track, the CTA said.

Touchless tech a big draw at CES 


LAS VEGAS Tech visionaries long have 
dreamed of the day when PCs, TVs 
and phones can be controlled with a wave 
of the hand or even the blink of an eye. 

“Natural user interface” technologies 
on display at last week’s Consumer Elec- 
tronics Show suggest that vision is inching 
closer to the mainstream— tearing down 
barriers between user and device, and dis- 
pensing with unwieldy keyboards and re- 
motes. 

The technology stoked in the public 
imagination by the hit sci-fi film “Minor- 
ity Report,” could be approaching a tip- 
ping point and can empower applications 
beyond simple user commands, according 
to industry insiders. 

“Control everything without touching 
it— it’s moving that way faster than ever,” 
said Janine Kutliroff, CEO and founder 


of Omek Interactive, an Israeli company 
that makes software for gesture recogni- 
tion through 3-D sensors, so you can play 
games or manipulate a TV just by moving 
your hands and body 

“Cameras are going to get smaller and 
cheaper. There’s a lot of competitive tech- 
nology out there,” said Kutliroff, whose 
company was one of a handful showing off 
gesture control technologies at CES in Las 
Vegas. 

The opportunities for using sensors, 
cameras and voice recognition to make ev- 
eryday objects “intelligent” is almost end- 
less, promoters of the new technology say 

“We see a whole world where ma- 
chines of any kind interact with you,” 
said Uzi Breier, chief marketing officer 
for PrimeSense, an Israeli company that 
built some of the technology behind Mi- 


crosoft’s Kinect system, and has teamed 
up with Taiwan’s Asustek to bring gesture- 
controlled TV and computer functions to 
the living room screen this year. 



Chicago gas 
prices highest 
in nation 

CHICAGO The average price for a 
gallon of gasoline in the U.S. rose 
9.32 cents from three weeks before, but the 
price increases have slowed and could stop 
rising, according to an industry analyst. 

Chicago had the highest average price 
for self-service, regular unleaded gas in 
the 48 continental states at $3.35 per gal- 
lon, while Salt Lake City had the lowest 
per-gallon price at $2.73. 

The national average for self-serve regu- 
lar, unleaded gas was about $3.08 a gallon 
Jan. 7, compared with three weeks ago 
when the average price was nearly $2.98, 
according to the Lundberg survey of some 
2,500 gas stations. 

“It’s up, but rate of increase did slow al- 
ready, and there are reasons to believe that 
it will slow further or even will stop,” sur- 
vey editor Trilby Lundberg said.

Grab a plate! Fine dining isn’t just for restaurants 


Chicago-based food service consul- 
tant Technomic reports that more than 
one-third of respondents to a 2009 sur- 
vey said they entertained at home more 
often compared with the prior year. And 
the pop culture arena has taken note, 
with reports that Bravo is developing 
a competitive dinner party show and 
word that actress Tori Spelling is work- 
ing on a book about throwing shindigs, 
including dinner parties. Besides, who 
hasn’t been invited to one recently? 

Though dinner parties are a little 
more upscale than a college house party 
they don’t have to be formal sit-downs 
with name cards. Just a grown-up get- 
together without a keg or potato chips 


as the main course. Think more wine and an 
oven-cooked meal. 

As casual shindigs take center stage, there are 
certain party disasters to avoid, of course. 

First thing’s first: Generally speaking, your 
living space doesn’t have to make or break 
your party, veteran party-throwers say Use 
the space— inside or out— in creative ways to 
maximize what you have. Brittany Mitchell, 27, 
hosted a dinner party for eight in the walkway 
behind her boyfriend’s cramped space one sum- 
mer to escape the heat of a stuffy apartment in 
Uptown. 

That way, her guests were comfortable— a 
definite dinner party do, according to Patri- 
cia O’Brien, certified etiquette consultant and 
owner of Manners Please, a Skokie-based eti- 


quette school. 

Another thing to keep in mind: There’s no 
need to sweat the small stuff such as lack of 
seating. Chairs and tables can be rented. 

Mitchell borrowed a couple of tables from 
work, bought affordable white dishes from 
IKEA and rented chairs from a party supply 
store. Chic touches to the table setting included 
a blue polka dot table cloth found at a craft sup- 
ply store, votive candles and pink carnations. 

Mitchell said she was nervous about the pos- 
sibility of rain ruining the dinner, but Mother 
Nature thankfully cooperated. 

“If things go wrong, just take it in stride,” said 
Mitchell, a grant writer who lives in Edgewater. 
“Everyone is usually happy to be invited to a 
party”

At Jeremy Zwillenberg’s loft-style apartment in Lincoln Park, the smell 
of more than 100 potato pancakes frying on the stove wafted in the 
air. In the oven sat two chickens and some beef roasts. Trays of kugel, a 
sweet noodle casserole, and stuffed green peppers waited to be baked. 
And 9 pounds of skirt steak cooked on the grill on his balcony 
Welcome to Latkes Fest 2010. At Zwillenberg’s post-Hanukkah din- 
ner party, held for the fifth year last month, the latkes went, well, like 
hot cakes. But there still was more than enough food for the host’s 30 
guests. 

“It’s always easier to send people home with stuff than it would be 
to run out of food,” said Zwillenberg, 30, who is the general 
manager of Club Lucky in Bucktown. 

That generous spirit may be just the thing behind a new- 
found interest this season in dinner parties, no longer the 
formal and stuffy soirees they once were. 
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Don’t expect the food 
you bring to be served 
because the host already 
has set the menu and 
that dish might not fit. 

Do bring something a 
host can enjoy outside 
the dinner party, such as 
candy or cookies. Con- 
sider bringing a basket 
of bagels, cream cheese, 
scones and jam for the 
host to have for break- 
fast the following day. 



Don’t pay way too 
much or way too little 
for a bottle. 

Do bring a bottle in the 
$10-to-$15 price range. 


Don’t bring flowers 
to the dinner because 
the host will have to 
take time away from 
entertaining guests to 
find a vase and arrange 
the flowers. If you want 
to give flowers, send 
them ahead of time or 
the following day. 

Do give thank-you gifts 
such as tins of tea, can- 
dles, note cards or fancy 
dish towels. 


LIFESAVERS FOR HOSTS 

Event expert Frank J. Andonoplas, owner of Frank Event Design in Edgewater, offered some 
pointers to keep your dinner party from going awry. l.v. 

» Have backup food and liquor. The last thing you want to do is run out of something. 

» Be aware of any food allergies that guests might have. 

» Be prepared if someone brings a guest unexpectedly. Be gracious and accommodate the 
guest as best you can. And scratch the first person off your list for future fetes for being rude. 
» Make sure nobody drives home if they can’t. 


O’Brien agrees. “People are there to come 
and enjoy you and enjoy all their friends. 
They’re not there to criticize that everything 
isn’t matching,” she said. 

Hosting dinner parties at home can save 
money compared with dining out, said Me- 
lissa Wilson, a representative forTechnomic. 


“Even though the recession caused [con- 
sumers] to cut back in their spending and 
make trade-offs in their lives, they still wanted 
to be able to socialize with friends and family 
and they just changed where they do it,” she 
said. “They were really enjoying reconnecting 
with friends at home instead of restaurants.” 


When it comes to food, O’Brien suggests 
hosts should be aware of guests’ dislikes and 
food preferences. They also should ask about 
food allergies. She recommends serving veg- 
etable and meat dishes and staying away 
from using peanuts as an ingredient because 
many people are allergic to them. “You need 
to make sure you have a variety of things that 
everybody can eat,” she said. 

Sarah Black, who’s a vegetarian, knows that 
tip. She wanted to please all of her guests, so 
she served lemon garlic angel hair pasta with 
salad and bread at one dinner party and host- 
ed a Thanksgiving potluck another weekend. 

“I don’t like cooking for just myself I 
wanted an excuse to make a full meal for a 
bunch of people,” said Black, 22, of Lakev- 


iew “It makes sense for other people because 
they’re not going out to eat and pay money 
It’s more of a comfortable thing— there isn’t 
a formal attitude about going out to eat. It’s 
nice to be able to hang out and go out after- 
ward or stay in.” 

Chicago’s frosty weather also may be 
contributing to people hosting more dinner 
parties, said Dan Cohen, who lives in Lin- 
coln Park and works as a public relations 
manager. 

“As winter gets cold, people want to stay in 
more,” said Cohen, 30, who brought a veggie 
salad to Zwillenberg’s latke party “I feel like 
we are all very busy these days. ... This is the 
perfect way to catch up with people and meet 
people.”
